Lake Placid Firm 
Low Bidder For 
Bacom Point Road 


The State High Depart- 
ment at its Ocala session, Mon- 
day, received seven bids for the 
building of the 4.50 miles of 
rock road from the Woman's 
club in Pahokee to the airport 
at the dike on Bacom Point. The 
low bid was presented -by the 
Reynolds and Smith Corpora- 
tion of Lake Placid, for $237, 
188.72, and the highest by the 
Wolf Construction Company, of 
Jacksonville, of $319,9 

The low bidder corporation is 
the same which put in the grade 
work for the ACL railway ex- 
tension from Lake Harbor to 
the Okeelanta Sugar company's 
plant at Okeelanta. It is under- 
stood that the rock supply for 
this rather important highway 
will be blasted and pumped 
from the bottom of Lake Okee- 
chobee, which is near the route 
f the road. 

This company owns heavy 
construction equipment so that 
work can be carried on with 
reasqnable rapidity. Once again 
there will be blasting and 
dredging activities along the 
levee. 

At the airport dedication, 
Sunday, Commissioner John 
Prince, pointed out to specta- 
tors, the probably route of an 
extension of the lake road, lead- 
ing from the port into Chosen 
and South Bay, stating that it 
would ultimately, be constructed 
thus making the port equally 
distant from Pahokee and Belle 
glade packing house center, han- 
dy for plane shipment of vege- 
tables afid other commodities 
out of the Glades. 

Years ago, this proposed route 
was named “Rardin cutoff.” It 
will reach into the rich bottom 
lands, now opened by the state.

He told the story of bean, corn, 
ramie production, and now the 
ever increasing cattle project. 
He-held that if the Glades ex- 
pected to continue to grow and 
reap its harvests for monetary 
income, better transportation 
must come, to augment the pre- 
sent rail and truck transporta- 
tion services, and that could 
only be made by fast airplane 
service. To supply the latter, 
was the main object of the 
building of the Glades airport. 
He Also took occasion to speak 
of the importance of the pro- 
posed Land Conservation and 
Water Control project on which 
a generous Federal Government

this damage. If the path is north 
of the August hurricane's path 
the pounding would lessen; hur- 
ricanes following a path south of 
this point—around Belle Glade 
to Lake Harbor—create differ- 
ent conditions which have not 
up to now been serious, 

As stated above, this typical 
section gives the worst station. 

As shown here, the “bite” 
extends about 36’ horizontally, 
and there's 34’ left horizontally 
—the 15’ crown and the 19’ 
from the crown’s edge to the 
break. So, there was approxi- 
mately the same protcetion re- 
maining as was eroded. Too, 
there's 8.3’ in elevation remain- 
ing from high point of the Lake 
elevation to the crown eleva- 
tion—difference between 32.6 
and 243' Theoretically, an 8 
foot higher Lake or many hours 
more of sustained pounding 
would have breached the dike 
at this point. 

Provisions have been made 
against a recurrence of these 
damage along this 4,000’. As 
shown in the lower diagram, 
draglines cleaned out the dam- 
aged area and dug a trench in- 
fo the dike from the bottom of 
the washed-out area. This ma- 
terial was used to make a dike 
on_the lower side. This trench 
and dike formed a receiver for 
the material dug by suction 
dredge and pumped into it. This 
material is a high grade of shell 
and marl. After this material 
hag been shaped to conform to 
the original levee slope cement 
was added and plowed several 
inches deep so that the levee

National Guard Drive 
For Recruiting New 
Members Announced 


In an effort to bring all ex- 
isting National Guard units up 
to near-authorized strength, 
Florida is joining with other 
states in a major recruiting 
campaign which is scheduled 
to start this week. 

Although Florida currently 
boasts its largest National 
Guard in history, an effort will 
be made to recruit at least 700 
additional members during the 
two-month drive which ends 
November 19. 

The present strength of the 
Florida military is 5,295 offi- 
cers and men, of which 4,929 
are in ground troops and 365 
are airmen. Prior to World War 
II the National Guard had 3,941 
in the state. 

Florida ranks 17th in com- 
parision of authorized strength 
with the other 47 states, District 
of Columbia and the territories. 
It was one of the first to have 
a fully organized regiment. 

A special effort will be made 
during the campaign to enlist 
students in the upper grades of 
high school and in junior colleg- 
es. In this state, 17-year-olds 
may join the Guardsmen with 
their parent's consent.

History of Consumer Movement 

The consumer movement be- 
gan with the writing of a book 
entitled, "Your Money's Worth" 
by Chase and Schlink. This 
book came into the homes of 
the consumers in 1927, how- 
ever, in 1906, the. Pure Food 
And Drug Act was initiated to 
protect consumers and promote 
fair competition.

The 
Wheeler-Lea Act of 1938 saw 
the beginning of many books, 
reports, and. periodicals in be 
half of the consumer. Such or- 
ganizations as General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, the Na- 
tional League. of Women’s Vot- 
ers, the American Association 
of University Women, the 
American Association of Par- 
ents and Teachers, the Sloans 
Foundation have served as real 
champions to fight for and 
spread consumer education 
throughout the entire United 
States, The progress of the 
movement can be evaluated in 
terms of attitudes, motives, and 
general outlook. A transition 
has taken place, Antagonism 
against unfair practice has 
arisen, 

Marketing and Marketing 

The consumer, in order to be 
an intelligent consumer must 
know more about the market 
I shall attempt here to inform 
them about market and mar- 
keting trends. 

First, we will consider what 
constitutes a good market. 
Since consumers want certain 
goods and services, we consider 
their quality and cost in time 
and energy as well as in dollars 
and cents, 

‘A good market provides (1) 
commodities which the consum- 
ers want and are ready to pay 
for, (2) It provides a wide var- 
lety from which to choose, (3) 
there is no pressure (4) prices 
are fair, (5) trained personnel, 
(6) no waste or inefficiency, (7) 
large demands, (8) ample sup- 
ply, (9) free entry. How well 
does the market measure up to 
these standards, is a question 
to be answered. 

In a competetive system with 
the consumer free to choose, the 
market, in a large manner, is 
forced to respond to the con- 
sumer's demand; but the sys- 
tem in this respect is far from 
perfect. "The Separation Of 


| the Producer and the Cosume: 
|has its comments. In ma 
ways the producer 
trol demand rather than follow 
it. Only when actual purchas- 
ing takes place can sellers be 
absolutely sure of the exist- 
ence of demand, This occurs 
only after goods are brought in 
the market. This is why many 
producers cling to the old line 
instead of adding new items. 

The market has been criti- 
cized for handling or providing 
unnecessary variety. Hundreds 
of brands of a single product 
ar liable in the stores of 
large shen the qualities 
ofi tiele próóucts, which are im- 
pořtant to cónsumers, could only 
be mét by a half dozen. 

The market also has some 
products that are harmful to 
consumers. 

The Federal Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act of 1938 was a big 
step toward a market with less 
harmful products.
